The Vessels to Cruise Between Cer- 
tain Lines of Latitude and 
Longitude. 



Pout TowNSEND, May 1G.— Final sailing 
ordera have been received by the Behring 
sou patrol fleet, which will proceod to sea at 
daylight. Commander Clark had previously 
had instructions to bo in readiness to sail 
at a momont's notice, and in conaequonco 
tho vessels had full atoam and fires bunked 
for several days. 

Tho Hoot, consisting as it does of ships 
of tho old and now navy, will enablo Cap- 
tain Clark, commanding tho fleet, to give a 
more perfect patrol of tlio sea than has over 
boon done before. The old ships aro all 
mannod with somo modern guns, which will 
bo ablo to reach a sealer as 
scon as sighted, and it is not 
likely that many of tho scalers will 
care to take risks by remaining on forbid- 
den ground very IoQg after hearing cf the 
sailing of the United States fleet. Tho old 
ships will carry largo quantities of coal, all 
of them tuking on many tons on deck be- 
sides filling their bunkers, and this extra 
supply, with tho help of their sails, will en- 
able them to keep tho sou for a much longer 
timo. Tho new ships of the fleet, whioh in- 
clude the Yoiktown, Concord, Petrol, and 
probably later in the soason tho Bennington 
as well, all carry so much coal in their 
bunkers that, steaming ua they will at re- 
duced speed, they will be able to cover a 
largo portion of tho sea without running Lo 
port for coal. 

Tho plan for patrolling the soa, an far aa 
coul.l bo loarned, id as follows : The flag- 
ship Mohieun will patrol principally about 
Sitka and Dnalaska, and will be in port 
moro than auy other vessel of the fleet. It 
can bo stated, also, that the Yorlctown and 
Albatross will do moro work ;than any of 
the other vessels of the fleet, on account of 
their carrying more coal. These two vessels 
will bo sont to the western limits of the soa. 
It is expocttd that tho Albatross will viait 
the Commander Islands group to ascertain 
what caro tho Russians will tuko of their 
seals, comparing it with tho methods 
of our own country for tho preservation 
of tho herds. During her cruise the 
Albatross will run a line of soundings 
over tho southern part of Behring Beu und 
will also, if tim" permits, develop tho un- 
known part of tho southern portion of 
Behring sea. She will also search for cod- 
fish wherover oho goes. It ia expected that 
she will bo ablo to do good work, not only in 
patrolling, but also valuable work for the 
tisli eommisHion. Sho has a larger number 
of scientists on board than heretofore, and 
some of them will bo put upon the oeul 
islands of the Aleutian group to make a 
reful report upon their. Tha Corwin will 
also viait many of tho ialands and cruise 
r tho buEo of Bupplies than tho othor 
vessels. Tho Alert will bo between tho 
Yorlctown and the Corwin. 

Tho whole sea will be divided into blocks 
and each ship will bo expected to cruise be- 
tween a certain latitude und a certain longi- 
tude as dividing these blocks. Thus tho 
whole Hea is to lio laid off like a ctu, : l ior . 
board, each vessel having its prescribe^ 
limits. Nino thousand tonB of British Co- 
lumbia coal havo already been ordered by 
tin government, to be delivered at convoni- 
nt points in Alaska.

Remarkable Results of a Fourteen 
Thousand Mile Ocean Race 
From Astoria. 



Disputes Arise as to the Award 
Which Is Hard to De- 
termine. 



New York, May 10. — Particulars of an 
interesting race among ships and a disputed 
wugor on it have just beon received in this 
city. A Maine ship master ia the prineipa 
and the amount of tho wager $500. On 
November 28th 'last tho three big Bailing 
ships Bello of Bath, Poseidon and Ireby 
sailed togothcr from Astoria, Oregon, on tho 
1-1,000 mile voyage to Great Britain. Tho 
Bollo of Bath, tho only American ship of the 
threo, is a wooden vessel of 1,347 tons und 
ia commanded by Captain Charles Curtis ; 
tho Poseidon and Ireby are both 
British iron ships, tho former 1,708 
tonn and hailing from Glasgow, 
the latter, a Liverpool craft of 1,4S0 :odb. 
The Yankee, although slightly the smallest 
of tho three, was known to be a smart 
sailer. The Bello of Bath wob bound for 
Cork, tho Poseidon for Liverpool, and the 
Ireby for Fleetwood, England. Before 
Bailing from Oregon, Captain Curtis made a 
wagor of §500 with each of the captainB of 
the other ships that ho would arrive at his 
destination Boonest. His ehip, however, ar- 
rived at Cork on April 19, while the 
Poseidon hud reached Liverpool on April 17, 
safely winning her captain's prize. Tho 
Irtby sailed up Fleetwood harbor on tho day 
the Bello of Bath readied Cork, and that is 
how a dispute arose. The terms 
of the bet wore not as to whioh should arrive 
firBt, but aa to which should make the 
quickest passage. Cupt. Rookes of the 
Ireby claims that aa ho had to go bo much 
further up tho channel than Capt. Curtia, 
and arrived at Fleetwood just as soon as the 
Bello of the Bath arrived at Cork, he made 
the quickest passage and is justly entitled 
to the money. Capt. Curtis holda as the 
ships arrived in port the same time, that tho 
race was a draw and tho wager should be 
declared off. The decision will probably 
bo left to tho witnesses of tho wager in 
Oregon. Taking tho voyages of all three 
ships they present ono of tho most remark- 
able instances of close Bailing on record. 

THE WELSH PARTY 



Will no Longer March Tamely at 
the Command of the Gov- 
ernment. 



Taking- a Loaf From the Irish-Dis- 
establishment Bill a Miserable 
Measure. 

London, May 16.— David Lloyd George, 
Welsh Nationuliat A'. P. for tho Carnarvou 
district, addressed a large meeting at Ban- 
gor, Wales, this tanning, on tho Parlia- 
mentary situation. The tl.^ h as como, he 
said, whon tho Welsh mcmberb of Parlia- 
ment would bo unable to give thou un . 
swerving support to tho Government. Tht 
Welsh disestablishment bill was a miserublo 
measuro which no loyal Welshman could 
accopt as in any way satisfactory. In 
faot no government dependent upon the 
Welsh votn would havo dared to introduce 
it if the Welsh party had shown a united 
and determined front. The Government 
had not dealt fairly with the bill, even such 
as it was. Much had beon said about giv- 
ing priority to other bills and tho ministry 
had promised to hoston its pasBDgo. Never- 
theless, it had to bo relegated to the tenth 
place in tho Ministerial programme. Tho 
Welsh must no longer march tamely 
at the government's command. They 
must take a leaf from tho book 
of tho Irish and observe strict independence 
instead of an unprofitable and discreditable 
servitude. Mr. Lloyd-George's most violent 
lunges at tho ministry were received with 
loud cheering. Tho other speakers of tho 
evening were tho Welsh members of Parlia- 
ment, Frank Kdwards, David Thomas and 
John Herbert Lewis. All spoko aa did Mr. 
Lloyd-Goorgo, of tho ministry and tho utti- 
tudo of tho Wolsh members to them. The 
mooting posscd resolutions expressing confi- 
denoo in tho Wolsh members. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, May 16. — The Now Westmina- 
tor and Burrard Inlet Telephone bill to-day 
was referred to a sub-committee. The bill 
socks to confirm the charter granted by tho 
Legislature of British Columbia. Among 
the provisions of the local aot is ono pro- 
hibiting tho employment of ChineEo labor 
on the company's workB. Tho Dominion 
House cannot give legal stnotiou to this 
provision of tho bill, but it will be thor- 
oughly inquired into, 

Tho Bill incorporating tlio Cariboo Rail- 
way Co. has been passed. Dr. Sproule ob- 
jected to tho provision allowing tho road to 
bo constructed on the narrow gauge, but 
Mr. Mara for tho promoters explained that 
ua tho road would run through u very 
mountainous country, Mr. Van Hi. mo had 
suggested that it be built on tha narrow 
gauge. The committeo then overruled Mr. 
Sproule. 

Major Manloy, late of the Grenadiers, 
Toronto, has just applied for compensation 
in consequence of a wound in the foot re- 
ceived in tho action at Batocho in 1S85. 
Major Manley presented tho claim at that 
timo, but did not prosecute it as ho hoped 
the effects of tho wound would pass away. 
He latterly, however, got worse and conse- 
quently decided to advance his claim. 

Tho Unitod States Government proposes 
to erect near the Canadian boundary of 
Now York State extensive workB for smelt- 
iDg nickel ore, a new dir-covcry buving been 
made for the improved extraction nf nickel. 
The U. S. Government will purchaso its 
supplies of oro in Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Ives gives notice of a bill to im- 
provo tho pay of certain officers of the 
Mounted Police.

MINERS' CONGRESS. 

Protest Against the Expulsion of a Belgian 
Delegate by the German Govern- 
ment. 

Bkrlin, May 10. — At the International 
Minors' congress to-day a German delegate 
named Horn gave notice of a protest against 
tho action of the German government in ex- 
pelling from tho country the Belgian dele- 
gate de FusBCaux. Some of the Bohemian 
delegates spoke on the Ostruu riots. Herr 
iBsinger, German, accused tho Austro- 
Bohemian authorities of habitually inciting 
the miners to disorder with tho view of 
koeping them in subjeoticn. Tho minora, 
ho scid, worn paid starvation wages, gener- 
ally about, C6 couts a day. Ho suggested 
that the congress subsoribo money to assist 
tho Ostrau strikers. 

VIENNA, May 1G — Tho Btriking miners in 
tho Oatruu district have withdrawn their

Opening of Convention at Cleveland- 
Dispute as to Mine Owners' 
Delegation. 



No Information as to Eesnmption ot 
Work at Roslyn— Starving- 
Families. 



Cleveland, May 1C. — Tho first session 
of the conference of tho coal operators with 
tho deleRateB of the united miner workers 
was held yesterday afternoon. When tho 
ton delegates appointed at tho mooting of 
Pennsylvania oporators held in Pittsburg 
last Friday presented their credentials to 
committee, they submitted a copy of the 
resolutions adopted at tho meeting, a voto of 
'JO to :>G stating thut tho operators oompriB- 
ing the convention did not proposo to bo 
bound by any action taken at tho Clevoland 
conference. The committee rofusad to ro- 
ceivo iho delegates upon such torma and 
decided that they must come into Clio 
conference as individuals if at all. 

The operators cf Indiana had a clause in 
their credentials, which stated that they 
would not be bound by tho action of tho 
conference unless it was accepted by tho 
operators of Central and Southern Illinois. 
'This provision was not objected to by the 
committee. When tho report on the resolu- 
tions of tho Pennsylvania operators was 
read to the convention, J. MoBryde, presi- 
dent of the mine workers, made a speech in 
whioh he Bcorexl the operators for seeking 
admission to the oonterence on such terms 
as an in>>ult to the body. Tho roport. of tho 
ommittte wai adopted, and of tno ten men 
barred out two accepted the conditions im- 
posed and entered the convention as indi- 
viduals. Ai constituted after tho roport of 
thecommitteo on credentials the convention 
embraced 195 miners and 150 operators. 
Organization was effected by tho election of 
J. 15. Sorbe, an opurator of this city, us 
president. Patrick MoBryde, of the miners' 
union, secretary, and Frank Brooks, uu 
operator of Columbus, his assistant. Tho 
report was finally adopted, and the conven- 
tion adjourned. 

Taco.ma, May 10 — General Manager 
John Kungloy, of the Northorn Pacific coal 
mines at Rjslyn, is still in tho EaBt, and no 
information has boon received for publica- 
tion, that tho company proposes to bring 
out miners from tho East to take the place 
of the minors now out on strike. All the 
stock, including about forty mules used in 
tho mines, have been turned out to graBB, 
and there are no signs of an immediate 
move to return to work. The officers of tho 
company seem to think that tho matter of 
wages will be arbitrated and that no at- 
tempt will be made to bring in miners from 
the East. It was stated that tho coal sup 
ply of the Northern Pacific was running low, 
a id that in consequence of tho shut down at 
tho RoBlyn mines the company would 
hive to insist upon some sort of an arrange- 
ment in order to secure coal. Assistant 
Purchasing Agent Mason, however, states 
that while tho supply of coal on hand for 
the district over which ho has jurisdiction, 
being as far east as Elleusburg, will not last 
over thirty days, an abundant supply can 
be had from tho Wilkeson mines, which are 
tho source of most of tho coal in hia juris- 
diction, and in fact of about all the coal 
used west of the Cascades. Tho Roslyn 
mines Bupply points east of tho Cascades, aB 
fur euEt as Hope, Idaho, but iu the ovent of 
the Roslyn supply running short, the rail- 
road officials say the Wilkeson mines would 
probably bo drawn on temporarily. 

New York, May 10.— Fifty thousand 
tohB of Eoglish and Nova Scotia coul have 
been b-.oght for shipment to New York for 
the use of steamships, and negotiations are 
on foot for 100, OUU tons more. The cost is 
within 45 to 00 osnts a ton of the ordinary 
price of soft cnal delivered here. 

RrjssELLVtLLK, Ky., May 10 —Fifteen 
hundred rniuers in tho coal fields of Ohio 
and Muhlenburg counties havestruck. Non- 
union men seem to bo joining with organiz- 
ed lator. This district represents ovor ."17 h 
per cent, of the output of the entire West- 
ern fields. 

Fbostbueg, Md., May 10.— Owing to the 
miners' strike 1,800 men are idlo in this and 
surrounding towns, uud many families are 
on the verge of Htarving. 

Spring hill, N.S., May 10.— The confer- 
once between the mine munagers and tho 
strikers yesterday has made no change in 
tho situation here, and the men are Btillout.

COXEY SCARIFIED. 

Senator Hoaj Goes For the Industrial Leader 
—Congress Will Not Be Terrorized. 

Washington, May 16.— In the Senate 
Mr. Hoar said Coxey know the law under 
whioh he was convioted was on the statute 
book. Ho came here with the deliberate in- 
tention of violating it. 

" There is danger," Bsid Mr. Hoar, " in 
suoh assemblies. Within ten years an at- 
tempt has been made to blow up the house 
of parliament ; within two years anothor 
attompt to blow up the Frenoh assembly. 
Two Presidents of the United States havo 
been murdered— one in a orowd at tho de- 
pot, tho other in a orowd at tho itheatre — 
by misguided fanatical persons, to whom tho 
peaceablo assemblages afforded an oppor- 
tunity to escape. Thia is why, in the pro- 
visions of tho riot law of overy Stato, when 
tho magistrate roads tho act all tho people 
must go home. A man may bo thero with 
peaceable intontione, but if, when tho riot 
uot is read, ho refuses to go, he is liable to 
punishmont. Those who aro . peaceable 
shield those who aro uot. 

" It is ueodlees for me," said^Mr. Hoar, 
drawing his figure up and lookiug ubout 
tho chamber, his eyes pausing when thoy 
reached Mr. Allen and Mr. Stewart, " to 
declare that I sympathize with all my fel- 
lows in distress. I sympathize with them 
a groat deal more than somo of those who 
always prate sympathy for the down-trodden 
in order to advance thoir disgraceful politi- 
cal ambitious. 

Mr. Hoar closed with an impressivo 
declaration that tho senate would stand on 
its constitutional rights, and it would not be 
frightened into doiug what was uot best for 
the country by any mob demonstration, or 
by declarations, whether thoy oumo from tho 
camp of Coxey or the seat of war from 
Nevada. 

Mr. Harris closed tho debate for tho day 
with a vigorously worded speech. Until 
this morning ho had opposed the idoa of 
appointing a committee to investigate tho 
alleged outrages on the capitol BtepB. lint 
when u senator like Mr. Teller, usually care- 
ful and calm in his judgment, entered 
charges of outrageous couduct against the 
police of tho district of Columbia ho thought 
tho senate was entitled to kuow the facts. 



BRAZIL AND PORTUGAL. 

Portuguese Mlnimer to the Republic Hub lie 
ccived His Passports and the Brazilian 
Envoy Withdrawn. 

Rio Janeiro, May 10. — President Peix 
oto's action in severing diplomatic rolations 
with Portugal has been unanimously ap 
proved by congress. Tho Brazilian minister 
in Lisbon was withdrawn because tho Por- 
tuguese government ignored Brazil's demand 
for satisfaction on account of Portugal's 
grauting un asylum to the Brazilian rebels. 
The Portuguese minister has ulready re- 
ceived his passport from tho president, and 
will probably leuve for Lisbon in a fow days 
on the Portuguese cruiser Alfonzo do Albu- 
querque. A dispatch from Rio Grando do 
Hul says that General Saravia with 4,000 in- 
surgent troops is nearing the Brazilian gov- 
ernment forcea, and thut a groat battle is 
imminent. 

London, May 10 —Tho documents bear- 
ing on tho rupture botweon Brazil and Por- 
tugal will bo published to-morrow. It is 
shown by tho documents that Count Para- 
tray, tho Portuguese minister at Rio Jau- 
oiro.assured that tho Brazilian rofugeesaboard 
the Portuguese cruisers Mindello and Alfon- 
zo do Albuquerque should not bo landed at a 
foroign port. Brazil continued to protest 
against Portugal's courso in protecting tho 
refugees, although Franco, Italy and Aus- 
tria urged Brazil not to insist on their sur- 
render. Great Britain also supported Por- 
tugal. After the refugees oscapod from tho 
PortuguoBO vessels tho commander of tho 
Portuguese squadron almost embroiled Por- 
tugal and tho Argentine Republic by recap- 
turing some of Ihu fugitives from an Argen- 
tine vessel.

TEE CURFEW IN CANADA. 

It Means That Children Must Be Under the 
Parental Hoof at 9 O'clock. 

(Toronto Mall.) 

Tho curfew tolls tho knell of parting day, 
sometimes at S and sometimes at !l o'clock 
in several of tho towns in this province. It 
no longer means " lights out," but is simply 
a Bummons to tho little boys and girlB to 
betake thtmsolves off tho street to the 
shelter of the domestic roof, whoro thoir 
sphere of danger, of bad company, and of 
mischief will bo narrowed, while fuller 
scopo will be given to their capacity for 
rest. The curfew bell might bo looked upon 
as a pieco of socialistic presumption on the 
part of the municipality as an encroachment 
on the inalienable right of tho head of tho 
faintly to order the affairs of his own house- 
hold. But the moral senso of the town will 
wink at thia elbowing asido of the parent by 
tho municipality. Tho parent who is 
jealous of hia prerogative as tho ruler of hiB 
childron, fails to exercise that prerogative 
and delegates it to the town when he allows 
them to bo a public nuiaance aud such a 
worry to tho public. 

The polico should not be called upon to 
render eervico as nurses or truant officers. 
They should bo left free to keep adults out 
of mischief. There is no more vexutioua, 
tantalizing duty than that of keeping truck 
of a company of mischievous boys. Thoy 
aro likely to abBorb the attention of any 
policeman who haB them on hia beat. Con- 
sequently older and worso criminals are 
given u froer hand. Nor is thero anything 
that demoralizes a policeman more than that 
kind of service. He is apt to lose his inter 
eat in larger game and sink into a spy on 
tho couduct ot urchins, who will then make 
it a point to fill up his time with larks and 
oscupudes. Tho curfew tenda to take this 
strain off the police.

DULLNESS IN SHIPPING. 



One Line Over Snch an Extremely 
Long Kouto Would Be 
Unsafe.

Cablo-Uyiog contractors have for many 
yoara cast loogiog glances ut the Pacific 
Ocean— the one gnut gap in tho eubmarine 
cablo ayatem of tho world. From tho con- 
tractor's point of view the laying of a cable 
across the Pacifij would be a splendid job 
provided that a company of unquestionable 
financial responsibility wore in tho position 
of " the party of the firat part." The party 
of tho first part has not yot appeared in a 
really satisfactory guise, and the Pacific 
cablo so far has only found an easy, though 
unproductive resting placo in tho columns 
of the newspapers. 

Lately, however, a beginning has been 
mado — at tho wronj; end of the line, it is 
true, and of insignificant size, but still it is 
a beginning — una many signs now point to 
tho completion in tlio near future of a 
Pacific cable. It ia safer to say u Pacific 
c ible became, although it has become cus- 
tomary to speuk of tho Pacific caole, tho 
routes |and termini of the cables cross 
the North Atlantic and the South Atlantic 
botween tho Amo.ican oonttnent and Europe 
and Africa.. For oxample, Vancouver aud 
Monterey are almost ixactly as far apart as 
Valentia and Lisbon, tho European termini 
rf the North and South Atlantic cables ; 
\wiile Yokohama und Brisbane, both pro- 
posed as termini of " the " Paoifio cable, 
are a preat deal farther apart than Heart's 
Content and Pernnnbuco, the American 
torrrini of the North and South Atlantic 
cables. 

As matters now stand there are really 
two distinct schemta on foot for cables 
across tho Pacific ; oue, which may bo call- 
ed tho American plan, for a line from Cali- 
fornia to Japan, via the Sandwich Islands ; 
the other, which may bo called tho British 
Canada Australian plan, for a lino from Van- 
couver to Australia, via tho Sandwich Isl- 
ands, and the Fanning, Sumoan and Fiji 
Islands. In this latter routo tho Canadian 
Government aud tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way have interested themselves and have 
endeavored to interest tho Imperial 
Government and thoso of tho Australian 
colonii'8, though eo far without much mo- 
cess. Tho first plmi was originally proposed 
by tho late Cyrus W, Field, shortly after ho 
had succjssfully promoted tho first Atlantic 
cablo, and, when like a marine Alexander, 
ho was looking about for other seas to con- 
quer. Tho two tchomes, which for brevity's 
sake may hi called tho "American" and 
the " Imperial," in all probability will both 
be curried out. From a practical point of 
view it is quite certain that a singlo line 
over such an extremely long route would 
bo unsafe. The first requisite in a telo- 
graph service ia permanence, und a service 
doponding on a single lino 7,000 miles long 
could never be permanent. 

The only safeguard against interruptions 
is a duplication of cables, and tho longor the 
cables the more important becomes tho ne- 
cessity of providing against a break-down in 
the service by the interruption of one cablo. 
Whenever, therefore, a single line of cable 
is laid ucross the Pacific, it must inevitably 
bo followed by a aeeoond line — either a 
duplication of tho sections of tho first or a 
line with different termini. In no other 
way could a traffic bo built up and held 
ugainst the competition of the existing routes 
to tho same points, which practically are 
never interrupted. There is no reason, there- 
fore, why Pacific cables should not eventu- 
ally be laid ovtr both tho American and the 
Imperial routes. In practice it would mat- 
ter very much, as thero aro now more than 
3,000 miles of cablo botween Japan and Aus- 
tralia, and tho extra rate on messages for 
Japan via Australia, or vice versa, over the 
rate for the Pacific cablo itself, would make 
a very material proportion of the total C'.st 
per word. Auothor argument for the ad- 
vantage of laying cables to both points is 
that botween Australia und Japan messages 
would undergo innumerable transmissions, 
greatly increasing the delay and the chances 
of mutilation. 



NEWFOUNDLAND EXCITED. 

Situation Exceedingly Grave— Troops Sent to 
Cape Do Verde to Coin; With itioters. 

St John's, N. F., May 10 — The polico 
patrol in Gull island m attempting to arrest 
the ringleaders of tho mob who mado the 
attack upon Hon. MesBrs. Morrison and 
Morine and their companions, wero Bet up- 
on by the islanders and driven from the 
pluce, if »r b«ing furood to release iho pris- 
naers l''<<« ■ lii era were badly cut and had 
to draw nn:ir lovutvers to protect them- 
eolves. Witnesses nccompanyiug them for 
the purpoBo of ideutifying the ringleaders 
were also roughly handled. They were 
stoned and beaten unmercifully. Reinforce- 
ments were sent to the officers later und all 
participants in tho disturbance were arrest- 
ed. The warship Cleopatra was to have left 
for the scene of tho trouble, but was unable 
to do eo owing to tho blockade. A detach- 
ment of marines will probably b a di: pitched 
by train. 

Tho excitement is intense and is increas- 
ing by leaps aud bounds, und tho whole 
situation is remarked us very grave, especi- 
ally us it is charged sectarianism is to be 
dragged into this contest. This happily was 
buntd yc >»rs ago, and its reBurroction at 
the pr< sent time may be ruinous to the 
futuro of i he colony. Oa Monday night the 
polico entered the Telegram office by orders 
of tho chief of polico und forced the em- 
ployes to tear down from tho windows in- 
flammatory placards which wero declared 
daugerous to tho public peaco. 

Thero will bo a no«r election in St. John's 
east. The nominations will be made on 
Juno 1st and the polling will ttiko placo on 
June 1 1th.

WELL DONE. 

It IB needless to say that the passage of all 
the by-laws by so large a veto is a matter of 
gratification to us, as we wero in lavor of 
thorn all. lJntindependentlyof that, itismost 
encouraging to see that tho citiz3no of Vic- 
toria have faith in the future of their city 
and in tho men whom they have placed in 
charge of its uffiirs. When times are hard, 
as they are at present," there are many who 
gel, discouraged and who try to depress and 
dishearton their neighbors. These faint- 
hearted people are not in tho best times 
hopeful. They are never enterprising aud 
when a period of depression comes they 
look so persistently at tho dark side of 
things and talk in bucIi a melancholy strain 
that they do what they can to make 
the times v/oiso than they really aro. Wo 
feared '.hat the influence of persons of this 
claES would have the effect of increasing the 
opposition to measures, no matter how 
good and how necessary they might be, 
which involved an addition to the civic ex- 
penditure. Tho largeness of the vote in 
favor of, and the weakness of the opposition 
to tho by-laws, showed that our fears wore 
to a great oxtent groundless. Victorians 
have not allowod themselves to be unduly 
depressed by croakers and obstructionists, 
and they are right. This city has a bright 
future before it. If its inhabitants make the 
most of its advantages, good times will be 
sure to eomo again, und they will reap tho 
benefits which the improvements they have 
sanctioned are oapablo of yielding. The 
secret of the growth aud prosperity of many 
of the most prosperous cities of this conti- 
nent is the strong and abiding faith which 
their citizons have in thomselves and in tho 
cities that they aro building up and making 
important. Faith in their caso removed 
mountains and worked what appeared to 
many to be impossibilities. Victorians 
ought to boliove in Victoria. It is well 
worth believing in and working for. 

A STRIKING ILLUSTRATION. 

Tho old saying that " thoro is many a 
true word aaid in jest " was strikingly ex- 
emplified by a passage in the loading article 
of Tuesday's NowB-Advertisor, ovidontly in 
tended to be jocular. Commenting on what 
we said on tho acceptance by Mr. Cotton 
of the term " demagogue " aD applied to 
himself, our contemporary quotes tho fol- 
lowing sentence from our remarks : " Ho 
(Cotton) is cold-blooded and uuBympathotie, 
and ho panders to tho prejudices and orrors 
of men whom ho despises," and then goes on 
to say : " Tnis brings to our reoollection a 
picture, which wo onco saw in a little church 
in a soctudod part of Spain, in which tho 
Devil w»s roprosonted as cooking men's 
souls in a frying pan." That painter 
was a genius. Nothing could give 
ono a better idoa of tho cynical grood, 
cruelty aud selfishness of a cold-blooded and 
cold-hearted demagoguo who uses thoao who 
boliovo in him for his own bad and ambi- 
tious purposou than this picture of tho Devil 
gloating ovor tho souls of tho men ho is fry- 
ing out for his own satisfaction. Wo have 
no doubt that there aro poople in Vancouver 
who could appropriately labol tho souls 
which tho diabolio " demagogue " is engaged 
in frying out. Tho Advertiser's illustration 
is temptingly suggestive. It cannot be said 
that the Advertiser is complimentary to Mr. 



Cotton or that Mr. Cotton is very 
happy in the title he appropriates -to 
himself. The one likens the new leader 
of the, Opposition to Satan himself 
engaged in frying out tho souls 1 ho has cap- 
tured, and the other cheerfully takes to 
himself the title of "demagogue," inoluding, 
of oourse, all that the title, properly under- 
stood, signifies. The Advertisor suggests a 
tempting ' subject to the caricaturist. 
In tho new loader's oapaoity of 
" demagogue " ho captures tho souls 
of those who put their trust in him, 
and as MophiBtophelos he fries them,, out 
whon ho has them securely in his powor. 
Aa a jokiat tho editor of the News-Adver- 
tiser, it must bo admitted, is a signal suo-

A MISTAKE. 



Tho Nor' Wester of May 11, says : " Tho 
Government of British Columbia is accused 
of corruption in connection with a railway 
subsidy, and the ohargo is being investi- 
gated by a Koyal Commission appointed, 
wo understand, by tho Dominion JLxecu- 
tivo." Our Winnipeg contemporary is mis- 
taken. Tho Commission was not appointed 
by tho Dominion Executive, but by tho 
Provincial Government, which recoived the 
authority to do bo from tho Legislature of 
the Province. Accusations of corruption in 
the shape of insinu tions, suggestions and 
taunts wore freely made last ses- 
sion by the Opposition in tho Leg- 
islative Assembly. As they did not 
demand a Commission to inquire into 
tho truth of these charges the Premier 
moved a resolution praying tho Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor to appoint a Royal Commission to in- 
quire into the matters charged against tho 
Government. That Commission was appoint- 
ed and has completed its investigation. 
Its report appoars in this day's puper. 
Tho Govornmont of tho Province did 
not wait for tho poople to potitiou for an 
inquiry; they courted the fullest investiga- 
tion, and tho Commission which tho Nor' 
Wester believes was grantod on thc-Jpetition 
of the poople of British Columbia was ap- 
pointed at tho instance of the men whoso 
integrity had been questioned. 



TRIED AND FOUND WANTING. 

It ia to be remarked that it waa the 
United Statea authorities that took meas- 
ures to enforce tho law against tho train 
atealera in Wu8hington State. The State 
officials seem to have been paralyzed. They 
saw tho law violated without taking a single 
step to aaaort its aupremacy. Tho aamo 
thing happenod^in tho State of Kansas and 
if wo mistake not in Montana also. In 
Kansas, aa our readora have seen, the State 
authorities, following tho example of the 
Governor were perfectly passive ; they in 
fact became the aiders and abettors of tho 
train stealers. In Washington State they 
appear to have been altogether inactive. 
If it wero not for tho Foderal Government 
the Common wealers apparently might 
over-run tho Stato with impunity, 
doiDg what they saw fit with tho property 
of the citizons. At Yakima, the citizens of 
tho place have been accused of participating 
in the crime of the train-stealers. We are 
not greatly surprised at their doiDg this. 
The descent of a horde of huugry men with- 
out money to p^y for what they require, 
must be to tho inhabitants of a country vil- 
lage a most unpleasant visitation. It is 
natural to suppose that thoy would be 
anxious to get rid of their unwelcomo gucots 
as speedily ob possible. Tho temptation, 
thereforo, to help them to get the means of 
transport in an unlawful way waB an un- 
commonly strong one, and if is no wonder 
that men who aro not protected from pillage 
and violence by tho loci! authorities yioldod 
to it. The inaction of tho Stato authorities 
shows the weakness of Stato governments 
when action is to bo taken againat offenders 
who have votes or who aro in sympathy 
with those who exercise the franchise. It 
ia very ovident that in tho case of the 
CoxeyiteB State governments have been tried 
and found wanting. 



A SIGN OF THE TIMES. 

If a quarter of a century ago it had beon 
predicted as one of tho results of Confedera- 
tion, which was then in tho experimental 
stage, that there wore men liviog who would 
hear in a city of Canada at that timo not in 
existencoa representative man from thoAnti- 
pedes advocating u closer union of tho parts 
of tho wholo Empire, commercial and politi- 
cal, the prophet would be looked upon as 
an enthusiastic visionary whose dreams 
could not possibly bo realized, It would bo 
asked, as it has been asked, what have Aus- 
tralians and Now Zealandera in common 
with Canadians; and what bond of union can 
thero possibly bo between countries eo 
widely separated aB Now South Wales and 
Nova Scotia ''. In thoso days a closo aud 
cordial union, political and commercial, bo- 
tweon provincos so far apart and existing 
under such different conditions as New 
Brunswick and British Columbia, waa re. 
carded aa an impossibility, and thoao who 
advocatod it wero lookod upon by thousands 
in Canada as littlo better than amiablo luna- 
tics. But theso things, unlikely us they 
then appeared, have como to pass. What 
was Vancouver city twenty-fivo years ago 1 
It did not exist oven in name. And yet an 
ominont Australian on Tuesday evening 
talked to a largo audience in what was then 
tho homo of tho boar and tho door, about 
oloaer trado intoroouroo and mail 
and telegraphic communication be- 
tween tho Ilouriahing British com- 
munities on tho continent of North 
America and tho great islands of tho South- 
orn Pacific. No ono in Canada to-day 
thinks it at all Btrango to soo Now Bruns- 
wiokora in Ottawa helping to tnako laws for 
British Columbians, and British Columbiana 
deliberating upon moaauros that aro calcul- 
ated to promote tho wolfaro of New Bruns- 
wick. Why then should mon who have 
witnessed auch wonderful changes as these 



regard as idle the thoories which wise and 
patriotio men are forming of a firmer and a 
more intimate union than that whioh now 
the Brit- 
may bo 

d how diverse und unconnected 
their intoroats may appear to those who 
have not carefully studied the subject. 

The tendency of the times is to lessen 
tho differences between nations ; why 
should not that tendency cauao thoao that 
oxiat between the parts of the same nation 
to dwindle into insignificance ? This wo be- 
lieve is the process whioh is goiDg on rapidly 
to-day. Who that heard Mr. Reid in Van- 
couver and Ottawa and Montreal rogardod 
him as a foreigner ? He talked to Canadians 
in their own languago about matters iu 
whioh they feol a warm interest. He did a 
good deal to ahow that besides the tie of 
kinship thoro aro tios of interest which 
should unite Cinada with Australasia, and 
both with thoir common ami still deoply- 
loved mother country. Thero are thoae iu 
Canada who do not Bee tho importance of 
the railroads, tho steamship lines and the 
ocean cables that bring tho British commu- 
nities of the Antipodes near to thoso of tho 
Northern hemisphere, but thoy are, we 
firmly believo, Bilcutly doing a great work 
whoso effects will bo soon apparent in the 
iuoreaeed importance and the gioator pros- 
perity of every part of the British Empire. 
Tho parts of that Empire aro being sensibly 
drawn by various influences into cloeor 
union, and who knows that that union may 
not culminate into a linn, a oloso and a 
glorious alliance between tho English-npeak- 
iiu' communities of tlto world ? 



EASILY PLEASED. 

We yesterday Bhowod from the roports 
both of tho Times and the Mows-Advertiser, 
that tho words quoted by them as taken 
from a report of the proceedings of tho 
Legislative Asaombly aro not to bo tound in 
any of thcao reports, and yet the Times 
cheerfully tpoaka of our exposure ol its 
falsification aa " entirely satisfactory." Our 
contemporary is oaoily pleased, certainly. 
Thero are papers which would exhibit some 
signB of shame and annoyance at being 
caught iu tho act of deliberately falsifying 
a public record, but our contemporary bus 
evidently outgrown all ouch unsophisticated 
squoamiBhness. We must hereafter bo caro- 
ful to verify ulleged citjationa that appear in 
tho Timea within quotation mirks.

THE INDUSTRIAL ARMY. 

To the EniTOR :- Everything now, to 
mako it acceptable, must have a military 
tone with it. Tho men on tho march to 
Washington are Bpoken of as an army. 
They havo thoir gonoral and their rank und 
filo, but arc wanting in completion, having 
neither, arms, ammunition nor commissariat.

Tho Royal CommlaBion in tho matter of 
tho; Nakuap Jc Slocan Riilway presented 
their roport yesterday, and tho comploto 
text of it ia given below. It will be noticed 
that the Commissioners, Chiof Justico Sir 
Matthew Baillio Begbio and Exchequer 
Court Justice Geo. W. Burbidgo, pronounco 
tho bargain made to havo beon a more advan- 
tageous one than that which it superseded, 
and that they completely justify the course 
of Premier Davio and his colleagues, bo- 
sides declaring that thoro was no foundation 
whatever for tho charge of wrongful motivo 
in tho matter. Tho Commissioners' report 
in full is as follows : 

To the Honorable Edgar Dcmdney, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the. Proiince of British 
Columbia : 

Wo, tho undersigned Commisoioners ap- 
pointed by tho Commission of tho twentieth 
day of April, 1894, to inquiro into certain 
matters therein mentioned, concerning the 
Nakuap & Slocan Railway Company, havo 
the honor to report that tho manner in 
which that inquiry has been mado, and the 
evidence taken therein, will appear by the 
record of the proceedings o' tho Commis- 
sion, which wo have the honor to submit 
herewith. 

It will he seen from tho uotcB of evidenco 
that, though full notice waa given of tho 
time and place of sitting, und also, in our 
opinion, a sufficient intimation thut the 
reasonable expenses of witnesses would bo 
recouped to them through tho Commission- 
ers, no ono has thought tit toappeur in sup- 
port of tho accusations. 

Tho only person from whom we havo re- 
ceived any assistance in this direction has 
been the Hon. Robort Heaven, M.P.P., who, 
though not responsible for making tho 
ohargos, brought forward 8omo facts upon 
which ho suggested tho absontoe accusers 
might havo relied. 

Theeo were, first: irregularity in acting 
upon the Statute of 1S93 boforo it had actu- 
ally been brought into force, which could 
only be done by an Order-in-Counoil. 

But this seomp, though nn irregularity, to 
be quite inadequate to support the charge of 
corruption agunst the Minister. Tho Statuto 
of 189.'! was brought into operation by an 
Ordor-in-CouEcil almost immediately after- 
wards. The whole transaction has been 
confirmed and ratified by the Statuto of 
1894, and the irregularity, bo far from de- 
monstrating that tho Minister waa tho agent 
of the Company, pointB distinctly in the 
opposite direction, Bince it would have beon 
the first care and duty of such an agont to 
seo that everything was in order. 

And secondly: Mr. Boaven pointed out 
that in tho opinion of many persons, tho 
undertaking which the Statuto of 1894 im 
nosed upon the Government, in lieu of that 
under the Statute of tho former year, was 
bo manifestly diaadvautageou8, that it was 
to ho inferred that it could only have boen 
introduced and supported through corrupt 
motives ; though it must bo added that^no 
did not mako such a charge. 

It does not follow, of courBe, that a bad 
bargain must be a corrupt bargain. An 
honest Minister, with no motivo or desiro 
except to serve his Province, might make a 
miBtuko. We do not wish to suggest for a 
moment that aDy such mistake has occurred 
in tho matter into which wo have been in- 
quiring. Ou tho contrary wo think that 
under tho evidenco adduced, and tho argu- 
ments addressed to us, only ono conclusion 
is open to ua, and that ia that tho arrange- 
ment for the construction of the Nakuap 
& Slocan Railway, which waa ratifiod by tie 
Act of 1894, ia more advantageous to the 
Province than the arrangoment contemplated 
by the Act of 1893, and we have had no 
dilliculty in arriving at that conclusion.

Secondly : That tho statomont made by 
tho Honourable Member for Naoaimo Dia- 
trier, in hia placo in tho Legislative Assem- 
bly, that it appeurcd that tho Honourable 
tho Loader of the Government had been 
working for the Company and not for the 
Province, ia not true ; 

Thirdly : That no corrupt motives of 
any kind existed with or influenced Your 
Honor's Ministers in tho advice tendered 
by them to Your Honor in relation to tho 
Nakusp and Slocan Railway Company ; 

Fourthly : That no ono of Your Honor's 
Mioistera has had, or has, any interest, 
directly or indirectly, in : 

(a J The Nakuap and Slocan Railway 
Company ; or 

(b ) In the Construction Company by 
which such railway is boing built ; or 

(c ) In any contract by or with either 
of tho said Companies, cither in furnishing 
matorials or Bupplioo, or in any way what- 
ever.

Batter of tlie Finer Kinds Fqnal to 
the French and Danish 
Article. 

As Facilities for Production Increase 
the Export Will Be Aug- 
mented. 



Mr. John Plummer, of Sydney, N. S W., 
writes cki follows on tho subjact of dairy 
farming in Australia, this being an extract 
from ono of Mb communications : 

"Thirty or forty years ago tho idea of 
importing butter and oheeso from Australia 
would have been scouted as absurd and im 
practicable, and when, lator on, Bomo ex- 
perimental shipments of butter on a small 
scale were made, people were dubious re 
speating the quality of the article and its 
colonial origin, so deeply rooted was the 
then existing prejudico against ovorything 
Australian, excepting wool, tallow, and 
gold. But all this iB changed now. Aus- 
tralian butter has been placed in consider- 
able quantities on the British markot, and 
tho tinor kinds have been declared equal, if 
not superior, to thoso imported from Prance 
or Denmark. Nor is this to bo wondered 
at when the extent and rioh diameter of 
tho Australian pasturo lands, especially 
those in the coastal regions, are taken into 
consideration. 

" Thoso who asBOolate tho Australian colo- 
nies with vuguo ideas of prolonged druugtits 
and extensive IractB of dried -up, waterltss 
country would find themselves vastly sur- 
prised cuuld they have a Deep ot the rich 
dairy-farming portions of Now South WaUs, 
more especially thoBo in the southern coaatui 
districts, where the rioh luxuriate) of the 
herbage and the abundance of green feed all 
tho year round would Builh-j to till will 
envy the heart of a Normandy farmer. Tho 
verdant slopes and extensive plains — there 
are no fields, us in England — watered by 
broad silvery streams, and dotUd with com- 
tortablo-lookiug farmhouses and gardens in 
every direction, breathe tholr own encour- 
aging story of agricultural peace, progress 
and prosperity, in strange and pleasant con- 
trast to the Bounds of discontent so fre- 
quently heard in Sydney and other places, 
where the congestion of population often 
causes the supply cf labor to exceed the de- 
mand. 

" Dairy-firming has been carried on in 
the southern portions of tho colony from tho 
earlier days of settlement, most of the pro- 
duce being shipped to Sydney. With iho 
progress 01 railway extension, and tho in- 
crease in the number if Bleam coastal ves- 
sels, the New South Wales dairy-farming 
industry received an impetus which has lo;l 
to a complete revolution in the work of pro- 
duction, more particularly with reapect to 
butter. Instead of each farmer, as lormer- 
ly, making his own butter and cheese, but- 
ter factories, worked on the cooperative 
principle, havo becomo established through- 
out the whole of the dairy funning districts. 
At tho present there are 183 of theso co- 
operative buttor factories in the colony, of 
which 144 are situated in the noutheru dis- 
tricts. There are also about til) devoted to 
various articles of dairy produce in addition 
to butter. In theso establishments tho 
latest and moat improved processes are em- 
ployed, the results being increased economy 
of production and improvement in quOiiy. 

" The factories are keptsuppliedwiih milk 
by tho neighboring duiry farmers. Thequun- 
tity of butter bo mado during tho yeur 1SII:.'- 
93 wus 21,398,300 lbs. and tho quantity of 
cheeee, 5,018,290 lbs. Vet tho industry, aB 
regards co-operativo production, is still in 
its infancy. Of the 21,398,300 lbs of butter 
above mentioned, 1,532,782 lbs. were ex- 
ported to the United Kingdom, and 180,684 
lbs. to the other colonies and elsewhere, 
leaving 10,684,834 lbs. for local consump- 
tion. Tho quantity of chpeao made was 
5,018.206 lbs., of which 77.822 lbs. were ex- 
ported, leaving 4,940,474 Ibi. for home con- 
sumption. Some of tho New South Wales 
cheese is fully equal in appoarance and 
Savour to the heat Cheshire or Gloucester, 
and as the facilities for production increase, 
the quantity exported will becomo largely 
augmented." 

" WALLED IN." 

A Chinaman Unlit Into a Wall by Highbind- 
ers and Suffocated. 

Portland, Or., May 15 — Chin Mow 
Sing, better known as Frank Sing among 
American acquaintances hore, living in 
highbinder quarters, tel's a singular btO! y. 
Several months ago, early one Sunday morn- 
ing, a Chinawoman was murdered by hav- 
ing her throat cut, on tho aidowalk on the 
southeast corner of Second und Pine Btrcets 
The detectivo force worked hard und iocc-i- 
santly for no little time to place its hum's 
upon tho oBBassin, hut all to no purpose. 
Nothing else could havo been expected 
under the circumstances, as there was no 
white eye witness to tho at.rrc.ous crimo, 
and Chinese are proverbial for their re- 
ticence in such cases. 

Prank Sing belong* to tho company of 
which tho murdered Cliineso woman was a 
member, und ho says that the murderer was 
apprehended by his company three weeks 
ago in San Francisco. The assassin ia Mod 
Chong, and ho is alleged to havo had no per- 
sonal feeling against his victim, but killed 
her for $.'100. Ono of tho members of Chong's 
company cognizant, of the crimo turned 
Judus, and for i'500 paid him by a rival 
company ho betrayed tho murdorer, who 
had fled to San Francisco. HiB captors, bo 
says Sing, did not hand him over to tho 
regular authorities. Ho was tried by a 
Chinese court, which sentenced him to be 
imprisoned between air tight brick walls, 
where ho would slowly end his life by euflo- 
cation. Sing declares that puch Bontencea 
havo often beon imposed on thin coast by 
ChineBe. Readers of Scott's " Marmion " 
will remember that boing built into tho wall 
was, according to tho notes, the fate of in- 
jured Constuuco, of whom M»rmion spoke 
in his last momenta, tho reply being " She 
died at Holy Iale."

Ottawa, May 5.— Despite the cold water 
which the Hon. Mr. Haggart threw upon 
Col. Denison's udvooacy of the enlargement 
of the St. Lawrence waterways to a uniform 
depth of 20 feet to enable ocean-going ves- 
sels to reach the groat inland lakes, there 
is more in thu project than would appear at 
first sight. Competent authorities aver j 
that the project will cost far less than 
SUSO.OUUO.UOO, the sum montioned by Hon. 
Mr. Hoggart aa stated. The engineers of the 
Department of Railways and Canals say 
that the advocates of the scheme havo over- 
looked the fact that dredging will havo to 
bs done in portions of the presout water- 
ways which do not now oven eivo a depth 
of 14 feet. For instance, lakes St. Louis 
and St. Francis, above Montreal, at the 
presen' time have, in placts, leas than 14 
feet. Xear Laohine there io an extensive 
Bhoal which will have to bo dredged or 
blaatt-.l to give even this depth. These, 
however, aio disputed points, and the sug- 
gestion was made io tho iiouao, with a good 
deal of force, that the government might at 
least spend a few thousand dollars in in- 
vestigating the feasibility of the scheme and 
arriving n: a definite basis of cost. 

A WISH STEP. 

The ao ion of tho Government in onforc'ng 
quarantine against the United States on ac- 
count of the prevalence of smallpox amongst 
our neighbors is commended us a wise step. 
The people of British Columbia know to 
their cost what may result Irom tho lack of 
tho proper enforcement of quarantine regu- 
lations. A great howl has Deen raised by 
the United States railroad companies against 
the receut action nf the Canadian Govern 
mont. The Vanderbilt lines run their 
through trains between Now Vork and Chi 
oagoover Canadian territory, and if tho in 
spection syBtem is rigidly enforced it will 
certainly hamper this truthc. In this mat 
ter, however, Canada is acting in her own 
interests. Time and again Canadians havo 
had to put up with inconvunieuco result 
ing from the enforcement of United States 
laws. For once the tables are turned and 
our neighbors will have to comply with our 
regulations. As an outeomo of tho recout 
action taken by the Government, in order to 
procure uniform co-operation in all tho dif- 
ferent provinces the project of the formation 
of a national board of health has been re- 
vived with considerable favor. 

PUBLIC IMl'ltOVElIENTS. 

The growing importance of Montreal as a 
seaport is loading the harbor commissioners 
of that city to approach tho Government 
with a view to securing the necessary 
authority to increase their borrowing pow- 
ers. At the present time the harbor com- 
missioners are empowered to borrow §1,000,- 
000 and it almost takes one's breath away 
to learn that they desire to go 000,000 
better. The men of Montreal are an entor- 
prising lot and they say that if these powers 
are given to them the money will be so ex- 
ponded that it will attract increased trade 
to the port and naturally lead to a reduotion 
in the harbor dues. The harbor commis- 
sioners eipect to obtain ill tho money they 
need at 3h per cent, interest and with it 
they will reclaim outstanding debentures on 
which they are paying -Ik to per cent. 

Col. I'rior and Mr. Kurlo have visited the 
Department of Public Works on Beveral oc- 
casions recently, with the object of studying 
the plans of thu new public buildings at Vic 
toria. They are greatly delighted with the 
outline eketch which Mr. Fuller and his 
assistants have prepared. Aa soon as the 
plans have bed] finally approved by council 
they will be forwarded to Victoria for the 
inspection of citizens. 

THE CUKRAN IlRIDCiE .1011 

Hon. Mr. Haggart executed a smart flank 
movement when he secured tho appointment 
of a royal commiesion to investigate the ex- 
traordinary over-expenditure on tho con- 
struction of the Lacliino canal bridge at 
Wellington street, Montreal, a public work 
which will go down to posterity under the 
cognomen of the Curran bridge. The public 
accounts committee purpeses making a thor- 
ough investigation into this exponditurc and 
it will bo materially assisted in so doing by 
the evidence and report of the commission- 
ers, which have been presented to Parlia- 
ment this week. It is difficult, however, to 
aee what the committee will bo able to elicit 
which is not already known. Perhaps the 
only thing upon which definiteness is lacking 
is as to the responsibility for tho tremend- 
ous over-expenditure. Tho commissioners 
in their report are sweeping in their con- 
demnation of the incompetency of the olli- 
cials actualiy employed on tho work, tut 
whether anyone in the Department 
was directly responsible or not is not 
quite clear. The commissioners Bay that the 
substructure of the work should havo been 
built for $200,000 It actually cost, after 
making all due allowance, $H!);>,G9u. The 
superstructure, wrriah was built under con- 
tract, wae erected for tho acttiil amount of 
tho con tract price. Tho country appears to 
have aotuaily lost Sl'00,000 by bungling on 
somebody's part. A mistake appears to 
havo beeu made in the first instance in ac- 
cepting the recommendation of Mr. Parent, 
tho superintending ongineer of tho Laohine 
canal, to perform the work by day's labor 
and then when thi-i was decided upon to 
call in a contractor to furnish that labor. 
Tho commissioners are agreed that it is 
utterly impoasiblo for a government to 
execute a public work us cheaply aa a con- 
tractor can do it. In connection with the 
undertaking tho commissioners clearly indi- 
cate that some officials appropriated certain 
of tho Burplus stock of supplies, 
as, for instance, lambor. Tho gov- 
ernment havo a good defence in 
connection with this ovor-oxponditure. 
Tho work had to ho completed by May 1 
in order to ho ready for tho opening of navi- 
gation. Construction had, thorefore, to be 
ruBhed. Ab nearly all tho enormous ex- 
penditure which was incurred took placo in 
tho month of March, tho pay sheets did not 
reach the department until the beginning of 
April, during which time tho extravagance 
had been committed and could not bo cur- 
tailed. It may safely bo surmised that as a 
result of the inquiry somebody's head will 
fall into the basket. 

AN" ANTIPODEAN VIRITOIt. 

Hon. Robert Rnid, Minister of Defenco 
at Victoria, Australia, will arrive in British 
Columbia iu a few days, ho boing booked for 
homo by the Warrimoo ou her outward trip 
this month. Although tho stay of Mr. Roid 
and his party in Eastern Canada has boon

short, the distinguished visitor succeeded 
in making hioiBelf pretty well known 
by the public addresses which he has 
delivered at Montreal, Ottawa and Toronto. 
It will be a great Btroke on the part of the 
citizens of Victoria or Vancouver if 
they can prevail upon Mr. Roid to deliver 
on addrots in either of your loading cities. 
He is a moBt pleasing speaker, a thorough 
Britisher and fully imbued with the import- 
ance of Groat Britain and tho colonieB being 
drawn into closer union. One striking point 
ho haH brouiiht. out in his public addresses 
and his conferences with tho Hune 
Government' will likely bo provoca- 
tive of considerable good. It is well known 
thab two or threo yoars ago the Senato and 
tho Houbo of Commons united in a joint ad- 
dress to Her Mi'j )aiy asking that notice be- 
given of the abrogation of the troatios with 
tne German Zollverein and Belgium. These 
treaties contain tho most-favored-natiou 
clause and in tho event of Canada entering 
into preferential trade arrangements 
with tho Australian ColonieB, would 
involve the liko treatment being ac- 
corded by Canada to Germauy and Belgium. 
The Imperial Government did not return a 
favorable answer to Cmada's request, and it 
is evident that it will take mauy years to 
induce the home authorities to abrogate the 
treaties montioned. Mr. Reid, while in 
London, was inati uuiontal in representing 
to the British Government that tho obstacle 
to trade between the dilferent portions of 
the empire on a differential basis might bo 
removed by iusprting the words " South 
Africa or Canada " after the words "Aus- 
tralian colonies or Now Zealand " in tho act 
of 187.'!, by which t ho British Government 
permitted any Australasian colony as well 
aa New Zealand to entor upon reciprocal 
treaties, one with the other, upon any 
favorable ha> h that they might think li 
In view of tho earnestness which the ooloni 
are displaying upn i this matter of cloour 
trade relations and of Lord Roaebery's well 
known interest in the colonies, Mr. Reid 
is sanguine that the request which ho, in 
conjunction with Sir Charles Tupper and 
tho agents general in London, preferred, 
will be granted. 

OCEAS IRElr.HT RATES 
Tho Montreal steamship companies aio 
evidently not going to allow the subsidy to 
tho Huddart liuo to be passed without a 
protest upon their part, and it would seem 
as if they were endeavoring to eulist every 
poseiblo agency in support of their opposi- 
tion. Reoontly the Patrons of Industry 
sent an inlluential delegation to Montreal to 
interview the stci.mship agents to ask on 
what terms the Montreal steamship owners 
would undertake a fast freight and cold si or- 
ugo line between Canada and Great Britain 
at rates so regulated as to give shippers an 
advantage over shippers hy U. S. liuos of a 
similar class and an i quality bv the cold 
storage lines of New Zealand and Australia. 
Tho delegation offeror!, in i Heat, to bring in- 
fluence to bear on Parliament to rej )ct tho 
vote for a fast Atlantic steamship ser- 
vice, and to subsidize in lieu 
thereof an ocean freight servico, on 
condition that the steamship companies will 
establish rateB of freight appreciably lowor 
than thoso ruling from New York, Boaton, 
or Portland. The answer of tho steamship 
compinies is a very guarded o»-e. While 
they look askance on Mr. Huddart'a pro- 
posals as tending to injure their trade, they 
can evidently foe that the subsidizing of a 
purely freight lino will not improvo their 
condition. Tho subsidy which the Patrons 
propose will not operate to the advantago of 
tho steamship compunies, as it might bring 
in a new line, and oven if that wero not the 
eiseono of tho threo present linea running 
from Montreal might receive a bonus to tho 
detriment of the other two. {

WHKRKAS, In ancordanco with tho provi- 
sions of tho Municipal Act. 18112, and amonda- 
tory Aots thoroto. tho Couno 1 is ompowored to 
mako, nltor and ropoal bj-laws Intor nlla to 
liconso, regulate and govorn h iwkors and ped- 
dlors In such mannor aa may ho doomed ex- 
pedient.

Boston, May 1G. — By tho firo yesterday 
over §1,000,000 worth of property is in 
ashes, over 500 families of tho medium and 
poorer dosses, consisting of oyer 2,000 peo- 
ple, are homeless. Many of them had little 
timo to save a portion of their household 
goods, and had to sleep in the open air. 
Women with babes in their arms and little 
children huddled olose together, having only 
the aky for a roof, the few mattressos saved 
from tho burning tenements for a bed, and 
no prospect of a breakfast. 

Tho firo startod in the Boston Baseball 
Loaguo park in a pile of lumber which was 
lying under the right Gold bleacher*, direotly 
back of first base. It was several minutes 
before the firemen wero at work and by 5 
o'clock the entiro block along the west side 
of Tren.ont atreet, from VVulpolo to Burko, 
waB u iimas of lUmea, which Bwept across to 
tho opposite aide, and soon engulfed tho 
buildings for four blocks. By this timo tho 
residents of tenements for nearly half a mils 
around had become alarmed and wero mov- 
ing their property into tho streets und seek- 
ing plucea of Bufuiy. So rapidly did tho tiro 
oit Us way, that tlinao in the bloak adjoin- 
ing Tremont street did not have timo bo aavo 
their household rffecw, and barely escaped 
with their lives. By (i o'clock the conflag- 
ration hud crossed Tremont to Cabot Bt.reet. 
Shortly after (> o clock several steamers ur- 
rived from Lynn, Salem, Beverly, Brook- 
lino und othor pluceB, and overy iffort was 
made to atop the fire at Cibot street. But 
it could Lot be checked, and not until it 
had hurned Cabot street half way through 
to Wtr«ick atreot and north to Buiko 
street was the limit of tho burned districts 
on the 8outheaat sido of tho [hall grounds 
reached. 

It is estimated that about 100 buildings 
havo been burned. A special meeting of 
the board of aldermen concluded to use the 
surplus of 54,000 now held by tho truateea 
c f the Johnstown fliod fund, for tho relief 
nf the 2,000 people made homeless by the 
firo. Prominent insuranco men place tho 
less at §1,000,000 and the insuranco at §730,-

At 8:30 the jury returned 
with a verdict of " manslaughter, with 
extremo provocation," and u recommenda- 
tion to mercy. The judge said the jury had 
taken a more merciful view of the cjso than 
he had, but he would have to rulo accord- 
ing to their finding. In his opinion there 
was no doubt that the prisoner had deliber- 
ately waited for the ul fortunate man whose 
life he had taken, to provoke a quarrel 
ThO p r isoner was then naked if 
he had anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be passed. Mucdougall 
who is a very small man, of about 43, with 
not at all u vicious-looking countenance, but 
rather a determined expression, rose in tho 
dock and hetititingly auawcred : " I had 
to do it to protect myself. I usk for mercy." 
" The sentence of tho court, " said Juttiae 
Drake, " is that yon be taken to the peni- 
tentiary and theie kept in custody for the 
term of eight yeais.

ROYAL COMMISSION. 

Tho following report of the Royal Com- 
mission appointed to inquire into certain 
matters concerning tho NakuBp & Slocan 
Railway is published for general informa- 
tion. By Command.

REPORT. \ 
To the Honourable Edgar Dewdney, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the Province of British 
Col umbia : 

Wo, tho undersigned Commissioners ap- 
pointed by tho Commission of tho twentieth 
day of April, 1E94, to inquire into certain mat- 
tors tlieroln mentioned, concerning thoNakusp 
ft 8'ooau Railway Company, have tho honour 
to report that the mannor In which that in- 
quiry has boon made, and tho evidence takon 
therein, will appear by tho record of tho pro- 
ceedlnga of tho Commission, which wo have 
tho honour to submit horowilh. 

It will bo eccn from tho notos of evldonce, 
that, though full notlco was given of tho time 
and placo of Bitting, and nlso, in our opinion, a 
Bulliclont intimation that tho reasonable ox- 
ponaoa of witnesses would bo recouped to them 
through tho CommiHtioners, no ono has thought 
fit to appear In support of tho accusations. 

Tho only person from whom wo havo ro- 
coivod any assistance in thia direction lias boon 
tho Hon. Hobort Beaven, M.P.P., who, thougli 
not responsible for making theohargoj brought 
forward somo facte upon which he suggested 
tho aboontee uecusora might havo relied. 

Theso woro, first : irregularity In acting upon 
tho Statuto.'of 18113 before It had actually been 
brought Into force, which c.uld only be dono 
by an Order In Council. 

But thlssoems though an irregula. i:y, to bo 
iiuito inadequate to support the charge of cor- 
ruption against tho Minlstor. The S'.atuto of 
1833 was brought into operation by an 
Ordor in-Council almost immediately after- 
wards. Tho whole transaction has b:>en con- 
firmed and ratified by the Stntuto of 1891, and 
iho Irregularity, bo far from demonstrating 
that tho MinlBtor was thon tho agent of the 
Company, points distinctly in tho opposito 
direction, aloco it would havo been tho first 
caro and duty of such an agent to see that 
ovorything was In ordor. 

And secondly: Mr. Beaven pointed out that 
in tho opinion of many persons, the undortak. 
ing which tho Statuto of 1S91 imposed upon tho 
Govornment.in lieu of that under the Statuto 
of tho former year, was so manifestly disad- 
vantageous, that it was to bo inferred that It 
could only havo boon introduced aud supported 
through corrupt motives; though it must bo 
added that ho did not mako such a charge. 

It does not follow, of cotirao, that a bad bar- 
gain must bo a corrupc bargain. An honest 
Minister, with no motivo or desire except to 
sorvo lila Province, might make a mistake. Wo 
do not wish to auggeBt for a moment that any 
such mistake haa occurred In the matter into 
which wo Imvo boon inquiring. On Iho con- 
trary wo think that under tho evidence adduc- 
ed, and tlio arguments addressed to us, only 
ono conclusion is open to us, aud that ia that 
tho arrangement for the construction of tho 
Nukuap & Slocan Railway which was ratified 
by tho Act of 1S91, ia more advantageous to tho 
Province than tho arrangement contemplated 
by tho Act of 1893, nnd wo havo bad no difficul- 
ty in arriving at that conclusion. But, how- 
over that may ho, on tho issues more directly 
submitted to db by tho Commission, there is 
wo think no room fcr doubt, and wo find a3 fol- 
lows, that Is to a\y :— 

Firstly: That tho Honourable tho Premier 
of tho Province, In advising tho guarantcoB 
mentioned In the said Commission, did not 
work for tho Company, but worked for tho 
Provinco ; 

Secondly: That tho statement made by the 
Honourable Member for Nanaimo District, in 
his place in tho Legislative Assembly, that it 
appeared that tho Honourable tho Lender of 
tho Govornmont had been working for tho 
Company and not far tho Province, ia not true ; 

Thirdly : That no corrupt motives of any 
kiod existed with or influenced Your Honour's" 
Ministers in the advice tendered by them to 
Your Honour in relation to tho Nakuap and 
Slocan Railway Company ; 

Fourthly: That no ono of Your Honour's Mln- 
istern haa had, or has, any interest, directly or 
indirectly, in 

(n.) Tho Nakusp and Slocan Railway Com - 
pany ; or 

(/).) In tho Const ruction Company by which 
such railway ia being built; or 

(c ) In any contract by or with either of the 
said Companies, either in furnishing materials 
or supplies, or in any way whatsoever. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.
